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Already with more losses than victories on 
the tally, the Bearcats lost to S.S. Peter and 
Paul again, 80 to 75. Seeking revenge, Bridge- 
port took on Cadillac and were defeated 82 
to 71. Another game and another loss, this 
time to Bay City John Glenn, 89 to 69. Buena 
Vista came next and Bridgeport was trounced 
83 to 54. 

The next hardcourt encounter pitted the 
Bearcats against Saginaw High, in which the 
team fell 90 to 57. Archrival, Douglas Mac-
